ary I the Harrisburg Medical Foun­ 
dation (Lightner hospital), Harris­ 
burg hospital, Ferrell hospital and 
Pearce hospital will cooperate in 
a financial participation plan. 
This plan means that instead of 
Red Cross paying the full cost 
of the supplies, administration, lab­ 
oratory processing, collection and 
distribution needed to provide ev­ 
ery bottle of blood used for a whole 
blood transfusion, the hospitals will 
share thir cost. The cost also in­ 
cludes blood derivatives which are 
distributed on an emergency ba­ 
sis, such as serum albumin, gam 
ma globulin, fibrinogen and frozen 
plasma. 
Mr. Adams emphasized that this 
does not mean there is any charge 
for the blood itself. “ Blood is given 
voluntarily by the people of this 
community and it will continue to 
be given to patients in our hos­ 
pitals at no charge for the blood 
itself,” he said. 
This has always 
been the policy of the Red Cross. 
The 
American 
National 
Red 
Cross has established 49 blood cen­ 
sers in the United States since 1948 
with a proportionate amount of 
the funds collected during its an­ 
nual campaigns. 
It has continued 
to subsidize these regional blood 
programs, 
pouring back 
many 
thousands of dollars into commun­ 
ities to improve the level of na­ 
tional health. Seventy-five percent 
of this operational cost has been 
borne by all Red Cross chapters 
throughout the United States. How­ 
ever, now that the centers are 
firmly established and the full val­ 
ue of the blood program service

The Williamson county coroner’s 
office had not yet set a date for 
an inquest. Louis Scheffler, pro­ 
prietor of the gas service, was in 
a state of severe shock and state 
and fire officials had not yet been 
able to talk to him. 
Blames Leaky Valve 
Fire Chief Carl Mayers blamed 
the initial explosion on gas seeping 
from a leaky valve of a propane 
gas truck at a gas warehouse which 
was ignited by an open flame. The 
heavy gas spread over the residen­ 
tial area like a fog and was ignit­ 
ed by an open flame—possibly on 
a stove or a water heater—in one 
of the five houses destroyed 
A warehouse used to store pro­ 
pane gas tanks also was demol­ 
ished and another house was badly 
damaged.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) - The 
half-truth political technique is go­ 
ing great guns here this year. Ex­ 
amples pile up daily es the cam­ 
paign progresses. 
Thus Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
was technically correct when he 
broadcast tost, “After the Re­ 
publicans took over In Washing­ 
ton, not one dime went to the rot­ 
ten Argentine dictator.” 
But what the governor did not 
mention 
was 
that 
a 60-million* 
dollar loan for a new Argentine 
steel mill—on which negotiations 
were begun In the Truman admin­ 
istration—was approved In March, 
1955, by the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. This was six months be­ 
fore Peron was kicked out. So the 
fun record makes both parties cul­ 
pable for coddling Peron. 
Similarly, President Eisenhower 
was merely accurate, as far as 
he went is saying at Lexington 
that the Democrats voted against 
his school aid bill 215 to 9 while 
Republicans voted for it 149 to IT. 
This was not however, on a vote 
for final passage of the Republi­ 
can bill. It was on a motion to 
recommit the Democratic school 
aid bill and substitute the COP 
bill for it 
On final passage of the Demo­ 
cratic achoo! aid bill, as Speaker 
of the House Sam Rayburn point­ 
ed out, his party voted for the bill 
119 to 106 while the Republicans 
killed it 119 to 78. 


TAKING AN EXAMPLE from 
the other side of the fence, Adlai 
Stevenson is correct as far as he 
gees In saying that Democratic 
votes fan both houses of Congress 
saved President Eisenhower’s rec­ 
ommendation for continuing the 
reciprocal trade agreements pro­ 
gram. 
But what Stevenson convenient­ 
ly overlooks is that the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress refused 
to act on President Eisenhower’s 
recommendation for authorisation 
of the Organization for Trade Co­ 
operation — OfC — to 
administer 
the program. 
Numerous other examples of 
half-truths 
by both parties 
are 
being made *n this campaign on 
such 
subjects as cost 
of living, 
inflation, 
farm policy, 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board — and 
even peace. 
Republican and Democratic par­ 
ties now 
have 
their 
“Truth 
Squads” and “Lie Detectors” op­ 
erating to check up on each other. 
But both are being demonstrated 
as too prejudiced to be effective. 
What seems to be needed, 
in 
the opinion of objective independ­ 
ents, is some kind of a refined 
Geiger counter which could be 
used by a half-truth squad to de­ 
tect 
half-lies and 
enlarge them 
to the whole truth. 


ON ANOTHEP political action 
front, 
we have the old trick of 
promising the voters more than 
they know they're going to get. 
Thus, Stevenson is now holding 
out hopes for full income to tho 
older citizens after their retire­ 
ment. 
And Vie# President Nixon 
offers everybody a tour-day week. 
All 
such promises 
have long 
been classified as “pie to th# 
sky.” 
Red propagandists 
havt 
been promising their people pie 
In the sky for years. 
Look what 
it has got them and where they 
are now. 
The tradition of Amarican po­ 
litical folklore 
is that th# exag­ 
geration* of candiditis tor public 
office should no! be taken sen* 


ously. 
They should 
be laughed 
off and soon forgotten. 
But if all American politicians 
are now to behave in the manner 
of ex-President Harry S. Truman 
and cx-Gov. Harold E. Stassen— 
saying one thing today and the ex­ 
act opposite tomorrow — and get 
away with it, then some thing may 
be happening to the national po­ 
litical character. 
The question it raises is whether 
this example is anything to hold 
up for the world to see.

SPRINGFIELD, 111.—The Illinois 
Department of Conservation today 
received authorization from Gov- 
ecnor William G. Stratton to begin 
preliminary engineering surveys on 
construction of a conservation lake 
which will straddle the Pope-Mas- 
sac county line about 15 miles 
northeast of Metropolis. 
Director Glen D. Palm er told 
Rep. Gordon E . Kerr of Brookport 
at a meeting in Springfield this 
week that engineers will be in­ 
structed immediately to begin sur­ 
veys of the Barren creek area to

paid out as of that date. 
Today’s report showed that Iowa 
farmers have received the largest 
total payments—$20,714,412. Texas 
farmers wert second, with a total 
of $7,852,242. 
Illinois farmers received $4,218,-
